Another crossing of tile- Danube lias 
been made by the Germans—at Or- 
sova, in Northwestern Serbia, near tile 
iron gates of the Danube, where tho 
river leaves Austrian soil. 
The Bul­ 
garians to the south of this region 
have 
crossed the 
Tiinok 
river, be­ 
tween Kniazevac and Zajecar. and a 
battle is In progress for the posses­ 
sion of the former place. 
The French in. the vicinity of the

border have 
captured

small losses and are holding the vil­ 
lage of Nabrow, nine miles south of 
Strumitza. 
The understanding at Sa- 
loniki, according to a news agency 
dispatch 
from 
Athens, is 
that the 
bombardment of the Bulgarian coast 
on the Aegean sea is in connection 
with a plan of the allies to make a 
landing at Porto Lagos, to the west of 
Dedeaghatch. 
That heavy fighting Is almost con­ 
tinuous along the Divinsk front Is at­ 
tested by both German and Russian 
official communications. 
By a violent 
concentrated 
artillery fire 
the Ger­ 
mans prepared 
for the 
storming of 
lllouket. 
The infantry attacks lusted 
throughout an entire day, at the close 
of which the Germans occupied the 
town. 
The losses on both sides were 
heavy, as the battle was carried right 
into the streets with the bayonet. 
Austria and Italy are both fighting 
with the utmost determination along 
the Austro-ltalian frontier. 
The Ital­ 
ian war office reports that "a new and 
brilliant success” has marked the Ital­ 
ian offensive In the Ledro valley. 
In 
the Carso district the deadly effects of 
Hie Austrian artillery are admitted bv

“Every time I out a p i c e of good 
beefsteak I feel aa stim ulated as if I 
ba<i drunk ti cocktail." 
This curious statem ent cud todies a 
tru th of which m ost people are • u n ­ 
aw are. 
M eat is not merely a food. 
It also is 
a stim ulant, with definite exhilarating 
effects on both mind ami bialy. 
E aten in excess, moreover, it nets 
much as does an excessive am ount of 
the alcoholic beverage mentioned by 
the physical culture director. 
T h at is to say, it tends, in the first 
place, to cause nervous Irritability, m ak ­ 
ing it more difficult for a man to con­ 
trol Ills passions mid sometimes m ak ­ 
ing him positively savage. 
And, In the second place, w hen eaten 
in excess it m akes him mentally inert 
and stupid. 
T he reason for this second effect is 
well know n to all scientific students of 
food values. 
Cooked meat, th e form in which m eat 
usually .is eaten, is not easy to digest. 
If too much of it is eaten im perfect 
digestion results, and the blood stream 
is poisoned by the decomposing animal 
food in the alim entary canal. 
Not total abstinence, but tem perance 
—enough meat to spur the mind, not 
enough to deaden it—that is the lesson 
to la* d raw n from the dem onstrated 
stim ulant effect of anim al f*x»d. — II.
